CITY MILK INSPECTION. 


Mr. Nathan Straus of New York has 
probably given more attention to the 
question of how to secure a pure milk 
supply for cities than any other man 
living. Mr. Straus supports out of his 
own means supply depots in New York 
where absolutely pure milk is sold at 
cost to poor people. The milk for chil- 
dren is sterilized at his own sterilizing 
plant. 

In an interview on the subject of guard- 
ing the city’s milk. supply Mr. Strauss 
said that he had concluded that an es- 
sential condition of safety is the rigid 
inspection of all dairies, inside and out- 
side of the city, from which the supply 
is obtained. The milk from no dairy 
whieh is not under official supervision 
should be allowed to be sold and the 
milk for children should be sterilized. 
The improvement in the milk supply of 
New York brought about largely through 
Mr. Straus’ noble efforts has greatly re- 
duced the mortality rate among the chil- 
dren. 

The recommendations of Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff therefore to secure 
the inspection of St. Louis dairies are 
in line with the best methods that prac- 
tical experience has devised. 

A law carefully framed to enable the 
city authorities to close unfit city dairies, 
to prevent the sale of milk from country 
dairies not known to be free from dis- 
ease and unsanitary conditions and to 
punish all dealers guilty of fraud or 
adulteration should be passed. It should 
provide the Health Department with a 
sufficient force of inspectogs and enough 
money to enforce the law. 


The present milk inspection system of 


this city is a disgrace. It involves a 
criminal disregard for the health of the 
people.

BLOCKED ONCE MORE. 


Southern Electric “Companf Interfered 
With by the Northern Central. 


The efforts of the Southern Electric Rail- 
way Co, to secure a route to and from 
Howard street on the north have again 
been blocked, this time by Capt. Robert Mo- 
Culloch, manager of the Northern Céntral 
Line. The Southern Electric some time 


since secured the passage of an ordinance 
permitting the construction of a loop at 
Howard street and the use of the tracks 
of the several lines on Sixth and Seventh 
streets at an agreed rental.

CHICAGO, III., Sept. W. Dwight J. Par- 
tello, United States Consul at Sonneberg. 
Germany, says that in his consulate alone 
the United States Government is swindled 
out of 350,000 customs duties every year, 
and it is this gigantic steal which brings 
Mr. Partello to this country and to this 
city at this time. The abuses responsible 
for the leak lie in custom-house appraise- 
ments at that port, and thieves there have 
confederates on this side of the water. 
Speaking of the matter, Mr. Partello says: 

“One of the favorite methods of fraud 
practiced by the Sonneberg exporters and 
entered into by the New York buyers was 
to knock off 5 and % per cent on the sale. 
The competition among the sellers is 80 
keen that the buyer may get a rebate of 15 
or per cent. he buyer reaps the bene- 
fit because he can sell his wares in American 
markets at a profit increased by that 15 or 

per cent as the case may be, and the 
overnment is robbed of just that much. 


For instance, a Sonneberg manufacturer 


who can sell dolls at 10 marks @ dozen and 
reap a fair profit quotes them at 10 per cent 
discount, making them 9 marks a dozen. 
The difference is adjusted between the im- 
porter and the buyer, but the Government 
can only collect duty from the basis of the 
quoted price, 

Under the circumstances the only relief 
is to have Government appraisers ap- 
pointed who shall raise the rate df valuation 
on toys and china to such a figure as shall 
end the rebate system and force the Ger- 
man exporters to keep within. the strict 
letter of the law. 

Mr. Partello recently forwarded to the 
department at Washington on a.report of 
his researches and the matter was imme- 
diately investigated by the Government.
